THE PROBLEM of forgiveness 
is the subject of the lesson today. 
How many times should we for­ 
give those who are unkind to us 
or do us wrong? 
Peter asked the question of Je ­ 
sus. 
The Jewish law said you 
should forgive three times, no 
more. “Lord, how oft should my 
brother sin against me and I for­ 
give him ? 
until seven tim es?” 
asked Peter, seven being the sa­ 
cred number. 
Jesus answered him, “I say not 
unto thee, until seven times; but 
until 
seventy 
times 
seven” — 
meaning there should be no limit 
to the extent of forgiveness. 
In the 18th chapter of M atthew 
Jesus told his apostles th at if a 
brother trespassed against one of 
them the one injured should take 
the brother aside in secret and 
tell him his fault. 
If he would 
not listen, the apostle was to take 
two or three witnesses with him 
and again try to make him listen, 
and if he still would not, the m at­ 
ter should be taken to the church. 
Tells Parable of Debtor 
It was then th at P eter asked 
how many times he should forgive 
one that sinned against him. 
Je­ 
sus illustrated His answer with a 
parable of a king who had a serv­ 
ant wrho owned him much money. 
The king was going to sell the 
man, his wife and children into 
slavery because of this debt, but 
the man fell a t the king’s feet and 
worshipped him and pleaded with 
him to be lenient and he would 
pay all the debt in time. 
The 
king, being a kindly man, was 
touched and forgave his servant 
the whole debt. 
So w hat did the servant do? 
He sought out a man—a fellow 
servant—who owed him a much 
•m ailer aum of money, and taking 
him by the throat, he demanded 
the money. When the man plead­ 
ed with him and said he would 
pay as he was able, the servant 
who had been forgiven by the 
king refused to listen, but had 
him thrown into prison. 
Other 
servants 
of 
the 
king 
heard of it and went and told 
their m aster. 
So the king sent 
for his servant, saying: “Should- 
est not thou also have had com­ 
passion on thy fellow servant, 
even as I had pity on thee?” And 
he rebuked him and turned him 
over to the torm entors until he 
should pay. 
In the 19th chapter of Matthew 
is told again the story of the rich 
young* man who came to Jesus 
and asked how he m ight obtain 
eternal life. 
Jesus told him to 
obey the commandments. 
The 
young man said th at from child­ 
hood he had done so. 
Then, said 
the Master, “If thou wilt be per­ 
fect, go and sell th at thou hast, 
and give to the poor, and thou

shalt have treasure in heaven; and 
come and follow me.” 
Went Away Sorrowing 
But when the young man heard 
th at saying, he w'ent away sor­ 
rowful, for he had great posses­ 
sions. 
Jesus turned to His dis­ 
ciples and remarked th at it was 
indeed hard for a rich m an to en­ 
ter into the Kingdom of Heaven— 
“And again I say unto you, it is 
easier for a camel to go through 
the eye of a needle, than for a 
rich man to enter into the King­ 
dom of God.”

I wander if th at young man 
would have gained im m ortality as 
the apostles did, if he had done 
as Jesus asked him. It seemed to 
him too much to give up his 
wealth, but he would undoubtedly 
have gained much spiritual wealth j 
if he had become a humble fol­ 
lower of the Master whom he rec­ 
ognized as such, but would not 
follow.

Do you find it difficult to for­ 
give your enemies? 
Yet to be a 
really good Christian you must.

“Two loading machines weigh­ 
ing a ton each were blown 60 feet 
from their original position and 
the track on which they rested was 
twisted badly. 
“Unless men in other sections suc­ 
ceeded in putting up brattices they 
hardly could have survived.” 
In the face of this disquieting 
expression mine officials and res­ 
cuers pressed through the slate and 
debris th at still blocks entrance to 
other 
wrecked 
sections. 
From 
within came nothing th at would 
indicate whether any of the en­ 
tombed group are still alive. 
Between two and three thousand 
persons, many of them weeping 
wives and relatives of the unfortu­ 
nates below, braved a slight rain 
to w alt at the mine’s entrance for 
the news so tragic to many. Hop­ 
ing for the best but fearing the 
worst, this group stood stoically be­ 
hind rope barriers throughout the 
second night of rescue operations. 
Hopes Maintained 
Dawn and rain today did not 
dim their determination to wait 
until word comes from below that 
all are dead or some are brought 
to the earth’s surface and the 
waiting arm s of worried loved 
ones. 
As the rescuers broke through 
the rock falls they reported the 
passageways relatively clear of 
debris and 
free of 
the 
dread 
gases th at usually follow explo­ 
sions. 
There were no signs of 
fire. 
But there were also the pessi­ 
m ists 
who 
shook 
their 
heads 
gravely and remained skeptical 
th at the men could survive a 
blast of such magnitude. 
Forty-seven men had escaped 
alive, 
not 
knowing 
until 
they 
reached the outside th at it was 
an explosion and not a heavy 
slate fall which had jarred their 
underground workings. 
And the 
first four men reached by the res­ 
cuers were dead. 
Early this morning the eight 
rescue squads, working in 30-min- 
ute relays in four-hour shifts to 
keep them at peak 
efficiency, 
were within 200 feet of a section 
where 25 miners were known to 
have been working. 
They were 
about twice th a t far from an­ 
other section where another 25 
were at work and about thrice 
as far from the last group. 
Company officials were them ­ 
selves divided on the possibility 
of finding the men alive.

oxygen 
should any be found alive. 
Then 
they began digging through an­ 
other huge slate fail which barred 
the passageway.

THE DIES COMMITTEE 
One important, immediate matter for decision at the present session 
of Congress is whether the work of the Dies Committee shall be con­ 
tinued. There is large public interest in this question.

night we had a lively debate over the topic, in which I held the af­ 
firmative, over the Town Hall of the Air, in New York. 
It wa* once said of a great American that “we love him for the 
enemies he has made.” Who are the enemies of the Dies Committee T 
Who wants it discontinued ? Here 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 — A 
prediction that “real governmen­ 
tal economy” is on the way was 
sounded unexpectedly today by 
one of the most vigorous critics 
of New Deal spending—Senator 
Byrd (D) Virginia. 
Not once in the last several 
years has Byrd ventured such a 
prediction, but he believes the 
current 
congressional 
wave 
of 
economy demands is at last “the 
real thing.” However, he coupled 
his 
cheerfulness on this score 
with a warning that the adminis­ 
tration “hasn’t stopped reaching 
out for power,” and said this was 
closely connected with the ques­ 
tion of government spending. 
”1 think congress is coming to 
real 
governmental 
economy at 
last,” Byrd said. 
“A few years 
back you couldn’t get even an ex­ 
pression for economy in congress; 
now we hear it on every side. 
“It looks like we are coming to 
realize finally that we can’t for­ 
ever spend two dollars for every 
one we take in.” 
Appropriations Flayed 
The Virginian’s warning against 
“concentration of power” was di­ 
rected specifically at lump sum 
appropriations asked by the ad­ 
ministration, 
but in effect, 
ii 
echoed the sharp attack on "ar 
bitrary powers” of the adminis­ 
tration delivered in the senate by 
Senator Borah (R) Idaho. 
He 
said the government already had 
“gone too far in this direction,” 
and called for a halt. 
He added: 
“If a halt isn’t called in the 
handing over of legislative power 
to the executive branch, it will 
prove a major issue in the coming 
presidential campaigns. 
I’m op­ 
posed to it, and I'm sorry to say 
the trend is still in that direction. 
Witness the proposal of Secretary 
of the Navy Edison for a low per­ 
mitting the President to take 
over industry under his limited 
emergency 
proclamation 
for 
peacetime.” 
Byrd declared that every ad­ 
ministration request for a lump 
sum appropriation which did not 
specifically name the purpose to 
which every dollar was to be put, 
was 
“clearly arbitrary power.” 
He added: 
“I’ll never vote for another 
lump sum appropriation as long 
as I live.’* 
Boost Imperative 
Byrd does not believe congress 
would go so far at this session as 
to enact new taxes to reduce 
budget 
deficits, 
but 
said 
he 
would gladly go along if any 
such move was started. 
He said 
he had no particular taxation 
method in view, but that a “boost 
ail along the line” must be affect­ 
ed if any progress is to be made 
towards balancing the budget. 
“Maybe if this congress will 
reduce 
expenditures,” 
he 
said, 
“we’ll have made a real beginning 
and taxes will come a little later. 
Our feeling for reduced spending, 
and the careful scrutiny that is 
to be given the big defense pro­ 
gram, to my mind, indicates we 
are serious about this thing. I’ll 
help all I can.”

Even minute hemorrhages have 
been found on the surface of the 
ear drum as a result of flying in 
high altitudes when the nose is af­ 
fected. 
It has been observed that the 
baneful effects of high altitude fly­ 
ing may be almost completely neu­ 
tralized, and full protection afford­ 
ed, if the human subject is given the 
advantage of inhalations of helium 
and oxygen. Helium is a very light 
gas and has been found beneficial 
mixed with oxygen in asthma be­ 
cause it can be breathed into the 
lungs with greater ease than air. 
Airplane companies are now in­ 
stalling tanks of oxygen and helium 
in their ships to meet this emer­ 
gency. 
Those who are sensitive to dust 
and pollen grains are, of course, as 
is well known, immediately relieved 
on attaining high altitudes, al­ 
though studies made by research 
workers have shown that pollen 
grains do float at surprisingly great 
heights. 
Another condition which is re­ 
lieved by attaining a high altitude 
is a certain type of vacuum head­ 
ache. 
In recognition of the harmful 
effects of inadequate ventilation 
and chilling of the body surfaces, 
conditions which seem to cause head 


colds, the llight-stewards aboard 
airplanes are carefully trained to 
maintain adequate ventilation and 
to pay particular attention to pas­ 
sengers who are suffering from 
head colds. 


White Sugar 
vs. Brown Sugar 
Is white sugar healthier than 
brown sugar? 
If you believe the lay propagan­ 
dists, you will have an array of 
ideas which will either prove that 
white sugar is harmful or that 
brown sugar is harm ful; that white 
sugar is the only healthy sugar or 
that brown sugar is the only healthy 
sugar. 
White sugar did not appear upon 
our tables before the 1890’s, when 
the process of refining sugar was 
developed. It is said by manufac­ 
turers that white sugar is purer 
than brown sugar. It is said by the 
advocates of brown sugar that it is 
natural and, therefore, retains the 
natural virtues of any food of that 
kind. Neither statement has any 
meaning. 
Both white sugar and 
brown sugar are of about the same 
chemical character, the only differ­ 
ence being that brown sugar has 
certain natural coloring matters 
th at neither help nor hinder its use­ 
fulness. 
Another piece of propaganda 
was that brown sugar contained 
germs that were refined out by the 
process by which white sugar is ob­ 
tained. 
People, in general, like white 
sugar better. Before the refining 
process the people in the United 
States used about 30 pounds of 
brown sugar per person per annum.
